awarded to W. D. Shea, and $100 to 
Martins & Coffey. The resolutions 
were presented by District Attorney 
Bullock and adopted by the unani¬ 
mous vote of the board. 

Previous to the action of the board 
upon the resolution an examination 
of the saved material from the former 
building and a catalogue of the same 
was on motion of Eikerenkotter, 
attached to the specifications for the 
new building. 

Contractors presenting bids for the 
construction of the court house must 
file a bound amounting to 50 tier cent 
of the contract price to protect the 
county from ex [>enses for material 
and labor and 25 per cent to insure the 
prompt prosecution and completion of 
the work. 

District attorney presented a form of 
notice to contractors, for publication, 
which was adopted, and an order 
made that the notice be published in 
the “Pacific Builder” of San Fran¬ 
cisco and the “Mercury” of San Jose, 
in addition to the usual publications. 

Chairman Coleman was authorized 
to enter into a contract with Architect 
Glenn Allen for his services during the 
construction of the court house at a 
i compensation of two and one-half per 
cent of the contract price to be paid the 
same as the payments are made to the 
! contractor. 

Clerk Nash was directed to compare 
allthecopies of plans and speciiications 
and make all corrections so that they 
shall be identical with the original 
blue prints. 

District Attorney Bullock presented 
an ordinance granting to W.R.Battley, 
a franchise for laying water mains 
and pipes on, along or across coufcty 
roads and maintaining the same, for the 
purpose of supplying the town of Half 
Moon Bay and vicinity with water, 
and a bond signed by W. G. Mc¬ 
Farland alid M. F. Brown ifor the in¬ 
suring of the proper repairing of roads, 
was accepted and filed.

Kindly keep sidewalk clean and at¬ 
tractive, especially on Saturday night, 
so that the town may present a cleanly 
appearance to Sunday visitors. 

School Children—

JOINS IN MERRIMENT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS WITH LOUD 
LAUGHTER. 


Accused Man Directs His Attorney* 
in the Selection of 


a Jury. 


Boise, Idaho, May 17.—Out of re¬ 
spect for the memory of Edward 
Nugent, the first Judge of the Ada 
county District Court after Idaho 
became a State, the court over which 
he presided as one of the predeces¬ 
sors of Judge Fremont Wood, did 
not proceed with the preliminary 
stages of the trial of William D. 
Haywood, charged with the murder 
of former Governor Frank Steunen- 
burg until 2 o’clock yesterday after¬ 
noon. Judge Nugent was the father 
of John F. Nugent, one of the coun¬ 
sel for Haywood. The funeral took 
place yesterday morning. 

There is still every reason to hope 
that a jury will have been selected 
before court adjourns on Saturday 
afternoon. The State has exercised 
one of its peremptory challenges. 

Clarence Darrow, who examined 
George F. Maw, announced that he 
had finished with the witness but 
would not pass him for cause until 
later. It is believed that the defense 
proposes to make some investigation 
as to alleged conversations which the 
talesman admitted with neighbors 
and relatives on the subject of the 
case against Haywood, Moyer and 
Pettibone. Maw is a powerfully built 
young fellow of 2 8, not afraid to 
express his opinions. He stated in 
reply to questions that he “makes 
up his mind and sticks to it whether 
it be in politics or religion.” 

It is a remarkable fact that the 
majority of the talesmen thus far 
examined have stated that they be¬ 
long to no church. One of the most 
intelligent admitted that his parents 
went to church, but he did not know 
what church was, although he knew 
there was a church in the village. 

With the opening of the peremptory 
challenge period begins a most in¬ 
teresting exhibit of skirmishing. The 
defense is provided with a type¬ 
written list containing a short ac¬ 
count of the circumstances, sur¬ 
roundings and opinions, if any, of 
each talesman so far called. This 
list is frequently consulted and at 
times is handed to Haywood for his 
inspection. 

Haywood himself has changed 
greatly in his demeanor within the 
last two days. At first he left his 
counsel severely alone and appeared 
to be taking little or no interest in 
the matter of the selection of a jury. 
Now, however, he scans each tales¬ 
man closely and is almost continu¬ 
ally in conference with his counsel. 
He watches the proceedings intently 
and whenever anything happens that 
brings out a laugh in the courtroom, 
Haywood joins in the merriment. 

It has been evident since the hear¬ 
ing commenced that Judge Wood is 
determined to allow the defense 
every latitude both in the examina¬ 
tion and selection of the jury. One 
of the present occupants of the box, 
and one of those passed by the State 
and the defense for cause, for in¬ 
stance, presented a perfectly good 
and legal excuse, but as this was not 
offered at first and the examination 
had taken place, the court asked 
counsel if they had any objection. 

“We would be very sorry to lose 
a juror,” said Darrow. The court 
promptly declined to excuse the tales- 


New York, May 17.—District At¬ 
torney Jerome is preparing to prose¬ 
cute gamblers and poolroom pro¬ 
prietors under a section of the Penal 
Code which up to now has practically 
been a dead-letter. He is being 
helped by Corporation Counsel Elli¬ 
son. One of Mr. Jerome’s assistants 
will be appointed a special corpora¬ 
tion counsel to bring suits under the 
section in question. This section 
permits the Charities Commissioner 
to institute civil suits against every 
one who wins or loses at play or bet¬ 
ting by a sum of $2 5 or more in one 
day. 

Every such person must pay over 
not less than five times the amount 
of his gains or losses to the commis¬ 
sioner, and the money must go to the 
poor. There is no exception in favor 
of race-track betting. Jerome has in 
his possession a great mass of evi¬ 
dence collected at the time of the 
raids on poolrooms about six weeks 
ago, and he also has the backing of 
the Dowling law to compel game¬ 
sters to tell him who their customers 
are and the amounts of such custom¬ 
ers’ stakes. The sum involved is 
large, it is believed. It is even sug¬ 
gested that if the law is revived and 
rigorously enforced enough money 
can be collected to establish a new 
hospital. It is said that Jerome’s 
determination to apply the section 
is owing to the unfavorable attitude 
of the Legislature toward the anti¬ 
betting bills drafted by him in the 
early season. 


CREWS OF SUBMARINES SHOW 
NO ILL EFFECT OF THE 
SUBMARINE TEST. 


The Lake and Octopus Undergo Se¬ 
vere Trial of Submerged Endur¬ 
ance at Newport. 


Finds Her Lost Son in the Grave. 

Fresno, Cal., May 17.—The body 
of a youth buried a week ago in 
Mountain View Cemetery was disin¬ 
terred yesterday by the County Cor¬ 
oner at the request of Mrs. George 
Kirkham, wife of a Selma rancher, 


Newport, R. I., May 17. —With all 
hands well and contented, with a 
bountiful supply of fresh air, and 
with records of submergence broken, 
the submarines Octopus and Lake 
rose to the surface of Narragansett 
Bay at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
ending a test of twenty-four hours 
under water. 

The Octopus rose first and the 
members of the naval trial board 
crowded about her as the conning 
tower hatch flew open. The mem¬ 
bers of the trial board at once went 
below to see what condition existed 
on board and also to test the air sup¬ 
ply. Samples of air were bottled 
every two hours through the test for 
analysis by the board. 

The Octopus blew out air onlv 
twice during the twenty-four hours 
she was at the bottom of the bay. It 
was computed that only one-fifty- 
fifth of her air supply was exhausted, 
and if these figures are correct they 
tend to show that the boat could re¬ 
main submerged thirty-five days, pro¬ 
vided the food and fuel supply were 
sufficient, however. 

The Lake also stood the test well, 
although a leak was sprung in the 
superstructure. She pumped out 
twice, but what proportion of her air 
supply was used up could not be 
learned. 


Chicago, May 17.—A movement to 
bring here the national conventions 
of both the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic parties has been projected by 
the Chicago Commercial Associatifm. 
Through the convention committee 
of the association the plan will be 
presented to the national committees 
of both parties soon. 

Charles A. Stevens, chairman of 
the convention committee of the as¬ 
sociation, has broached the subject 
to Roger Sullivan, member from 
Illinois of the Democratic National 
Committee, and to Colonel Frank O. 
Loweden of the Republican National 
Committee. It is not understood that 
the plans have advanced further 
than this. Stevens told the commit¬ 
tee that the commercial association 
would guarantee ample funds to 
carry out both conventions. It is ex¬ 
pected that Sullivan and Loweden 
will carry the proposition before 
their respective committees. Mean¬ 
while the commercial association will 
proceed with further plans for bring¬ 
ing both gatherings to this city.

Ruef Declares He Will Tell All He 
Knows About Corrupt Politic* 

In San Francisco. 


San Francisco, May 17.—At a late 
hour yesterday afternoon Abe Ruef, 
the fallen boss of this city, entered 
the Grand Jury’s room to make rep¬ 
aration of which he spoke in his ad¬ 
dress to the court by a full confession 
of the felonies of the Schmitz ad¬ 
ministration. 

Ruef’s testimony delivers to the 
law men supreme in the social and 
the political life of California—men 
who have held their heads high; men 
so lofty in power and station, so 
strongly intrenched behind piles of 
money-bags, that they seemed ex¬ 
alted above the law. 


COULD HAVE BEEN QUEEN. 


who..identified the remains as those 


of her son, who mysteriously disap¬ 
peared from home last February. A 
few days ago a west side rancher 
found the boy’s corpse floating down 
the San Joaquin river. An effort was 
made to identify the remains, which 
appeared to have been in the water 
several months, but without avail. 

Yesterday Mrs. Kirkham noticed 
in a local paper an account of the 
finding of the body. Iler fears be¬ 
came aroused and she determined to 
investigate. The grave was opened, 
and Mrs. Kirkham identified her 16- 
year-old boy by irregularities in the 
teeth and a peculiar indentation in 
the skull. 

The boy had a considerable sum 
of money when he left home. He 
kept this in his sock. When found 
the body had the socks removed. The 
police are inclined to suspect mur¬ 
der. 


Predicts Chinese Revolution. 

Tokio, May 17.—Japan is consid¬ 
erably concerned about the recent at¬ 
titude of the Chinese papers on dyn¬ 
astic matters. The Maini Chi Shim- 
pu, an excellently informed journal, 
interprets the comments of these 
newspapers as foreshadowing the be¬ 
ginning of a struggle for the succes¬ 
sion, the Dowager Empress of China, 
who is virtual ruler of the empire, 
being 77 years old. The civilized 
world, the Maini Chi Sumpu thinks, 
may expect an upheaval at no very 
distant date. 


The belief is expressed that the 
representative men of labor union 
circles throughout the country fully 
realize that the State of Idaho pro¬ 
poses to give the men a fair trial. 
That this is the fact those who have 
watched the conduct of the case do 
not attempt to deny. Moderation is 
counselled and full confidence is ex¬ 
pressed in the attitude of the people 
of Idaho toward the accused.

Southern Pacific Claim Agents, 
who were early on the scene of the 
wreck and who used every endeavor 
to effect settlements on the spot with 
survivors, were not as successful as 
they hoped to be, and suits for dam¬ 
ages that will aggregate $2,000,000 
are anticipated.

Sweet-Voiced Singer Passes Away. 

New York, May 17.—Word has 
been received in this city of the death 
in Milan, Italy, of Arcandelo Rossi, 
the former buffo of the Metropolitan 
Opera House, who attempted suicide 
last week by cutting out his tongue. 
He had shown signs of insanity dur¬ 
ing last season at the Metropolitan, 
and this was attributed by some to 
the hardships he suffered during the 
earthquake in San Francisco. His 
colleagues believed, however, that 
the loss of his voice caused his 
mental breakdown. He was 4 2 
years old and had sung for five sea¬ 
sons at the Metropolitan. 


Monarch Sought Hand of Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, But She Declined. 

Paris, May 17.—Mrs. Potter Palm¬ 
er, if she liked, might have been 
Queen of Servia. According to a 
story current in society, a high of¬ 
ficial of the Servian court ap¬ 
proached a member of the American 
colony who knows everybody of¬ 
ficial, and asked her if she knew a 
rich American woman, cultured and 
educated. The Servian official ex¬ 
plained that the King wished to in¬ 
crease his popularity and improve bis 
finances by making a brilliant match 
with some American woman. 

The social diplomat whom the of¬ 
ficial consulted immediately men* 
tioned Mrs. Palmer as the most suit¬ 
able person, as she by her knowl¬ 
edge of the world, her wealth, beauty 
and social distinction and personal 
charm would grace the throne of 
Servia and help to bring the King’s 
turbulent subjects under her gentle 
sway. If Servia is not the greatest 
throne in Europe, nevertheless a 
Queen’s crown was a tempting 
bauble to offer any woman. Mrs. 
Palmer, if she had accepted, would 
have been the first American woman 
to ascend a throne. 

She peremptorily refused the of¬ 
fer, however, when it was diplomati¬ 
cally submitted to her. So the King 
of Servia is still Queenless. 


Terrapin Scale a Dangerous Pest. 

Washington, May 17—From every 
State east of the Mississippi river and 
from Missouri, Arkansas, Texas and 
the Province of Ontario, Canada, the 
terrapin scale, the enemy of the 
peach and other trees, has been re¬ 
ported to the Department of Agri¬ 
culture. The bureau of entomology 
in a circular, has called attention to 
the terrapin sc le, in consequence of 
its wide range of food plants, includ¬ 
ing both wild and cultivated trees, as 
a dangerous pest “which may be con¬ 
trolled but never eradicated.” 



Anti-Trust Law Smashes Prices. 

Los Angeles, May 17—Many trade 
restrictions in Southern California 
are to be removed next Thursday, 
when the Cartwright anti-trust law 
becomes operative. Competition will 
be free an dprices will tumble in 
many lines. They already have gone 
down on lumber and some other 
commodities in anticipation of the 
law. 


Adriatic to Arrive. 

New York, May 17.—The White 
Star Liner Adriatic, the latest devel¬ 
opment in shipbuilding, arrived in 
this port today. The Adriatic is the 
newest ship of the White Star Line 
and the largest and most complete 
ocean traveler afloat. Her length 
over all is 725 feet 9 inches; breadth, 
75 feet 6 inches; depth, 50 feet; 
gross tonnage, 25,000; displacement 
40,000 tons; accommodations for 
8,000 passengers and a ship’s crew 
of 3 50; 18 compartments and spaces 
for second cabin and steerage pas¬ 
sengers that would have been lux¬ 
urious a few years ago for first sa¬ 
loon passengers. 


Coal Goes Up. 

Los Angeles, May 17.—The scar¬ 
city of labor in the coal fields of New 
Mexico and Colorado, together with 
the excessive freight rates from the 
mines to Los Angeles, will result in 
an advance of at least $1 per ton on 
coal after August 15. The announce¬ 
ment was made today by one of the 
largest wholesale dealers in the city.

Springfield, Ill., May 17.—The 
General Assembly today took a re¬ 
cess until October 8.

George 
Pool, a lad who was forced to sit for 
some time wLh his feet in the air 
above his head and holding his arms 
tightly folded, has been confined to 
his home for several days as the re¬ 
sult, it is alleged, of the posture in 
which the principal forced him to sit. 
He is said to be afflicted with a mild 
form of paralysis, the same coming, 
it is claimed, from the unusual strain 
on certain muscles brought into play 
by the position forced upon the boy.

water supply job, the corrupt rela¬ 
tions between the administration and 
the gas company, and the whole his¬ 
tory of his negotiations with the two 
rival telephone companies, besides 
many minor matters.

Ruef was a willing witness, he 
knew precisely the material informa¬ 
tion to give in order to fix the crime 
on each guilty millionaire and poli¬ 
tician, and he told the story with 
fluency and impressiveness. His tes¬ 
timony, unless there is something 
very wrong with California, will put 
suits of stripes upon many men who 
are now in high place?.

San Diego, Cal., May 17.—It Is re¬ 
ported by sailors, that the gunboat 
Princeton is detained at Magdalena 
Bay in quarantine and is flying a yel¬ 
low flag. It is said a case of yellow 
fever developed while the boat was 
in Central American waters, but the 
victim is recovering and the quaran¬ 
tine will be raised.

Noted Criminal Lawyer Lowes 
Fight for Freedom. 

New York, May 17.—With the de¬ 
cision of Chief Justice Cullen of the 
Court of Appeals, In which he re¬ 
fused to grant Abraham H. Hummel 
a certificate of reasonable doubt a* 
to the validity of his conviction for 
conspiracy in the Dodge-Morse di¬ 
vorce case, comes the passing of one 
of the noted figures among New 
York’s criminal lawyers.
